the matter, A collection of books and 
(report says) two members of the former 
Society actually exist, Residents at other 
ports. are willing “to contribute. their 
share of labour to its success, .° And yet 
for want of: some one’ with - sufficient 
energy to write a-few letters and devote 
an hout or two to the subject, all these 
materials ‘of sieécess are allowed to lie 
waste. This is the more remarkable in 
view of the increased literary energy 
visible at.
